The translations into English are new and especially adapted for use by 
English-singing people. 

In this work of collecting representative songs of different nations, we have 
been most fortunate in having at our disposal, not only a great number of public 
libraries, but many private priceless collections of authentic antiquities. 

We have included a few, little-known works by well-known masters, but 
the majority are genuine gems from the pens of musicians who caught from 
the throb of the pulse of humanity and swung into exquisite rhythmic melodies, 
imperishable works of art.
